5. Disqualifications for office of panch. — ( 1 ) 
A person shall not be eligible for election on 
appointment as a panch if he : — 

(a) has been convicted of a non bailable 

offence within 5 years from the 
date fixed for the nomination of 
candidates. 

(b) has been convicted of any bailable 

offence or subjected to an order by 
criminal court, which conviction or 
order in the opinion of the Govern- 
ment or of the officer to whom Gov- 
ernment may delegate its power in 
this bohalf, implies a defect of 
character unfitting him to be a mem- 
ber of a Panchayat. 

(c) is an indischarged insolvent ; 

(d) has been disqualified for appointment 

in the service of the Indian Govern- 
ment. 

(e) holds any paid office or other place of 

profit in the gift or disposal of the 
Indian Government or a local body 
or a panchayat other than an offlea 
declared by an Act of the Provin- 
cial legislature not to disqualify it« 
holder for being chosen as or for be- 
ing a member of the Provincial 
Legislative Assembly ; 

(f) is disqualified for being elected or for 

being a member of the central or a 
provincial legislative Assembly or a 
local body or a panchayat. 

(g) is under contract as regards work to be 

done for or goods to be supplied to 
the panchayat or 

(h) receives any remuneration, out of the 

panchayat fnujkfor services, render- 
ed to the panchayat ; 

(2) Government may exempt any person or 
class of persons from any or all of the disquali- 
fications mentioned in clauses (b), (c), (d), 

(g) and (h) or sub-rule (1). 

6. Preparation of register of voters . — An 
soon ps possible after the establishment . of a 
panchavat under sub-section (1) of section 5 
of the Act, the Deputy Commissioner shall cause 
to be prepared in Form I appended to these 
rules, a register of voters for the area of that 
Panchayat. 

7. Public notice of the preparation of regvt- 
ter of voters.— As soon a* the register has been

8. Claims and objections regarding register 
of voters. — (1) Any person whose name is not 
entered in the register o£ voters and who claims 
to be registered as a voter, and any person 
whose name is so entered and who, objects to the 
•ntry of the name of any other person, may 
within ten days of the publication of the notice 
under rule, 7 prefer hia claim or objection in 
writing to the Deputy Commissioner, or such 
officer, not below the rank of a Naib Tehsildar 
or the Panchayat Officer, as the Deputy Com- 
missioner, may appoint in this behalf. 

(2) Every such claim or objection received^ 
on or before the due date shall be enquired into*’ 
by the Deputy Commissioner, or by the officer 
appointed under sub rule (1) who after making 
•ucb enquiry as he may consider necessary, 
may reject or admit such claim or objection. 
His decision shall be final and shall not be 
questioned in any proceeding whatsoever. 

(3) Within seven days of the final disposal 
of claims and objections under sub rule (2) the 
Deputy Commissioner, shall, if necessary, cause 
the register of voters to bo corrected. 

9. Persons entitled to vote . — The register of 
voters prepared under rule 6, and corrected if 
necessary under rule 8, shall be deemed to be 
the register of persons entitled to vote for the 
•lection of punches in the panchayat area con- 
cerned. 

10. Correction of clerical errors in the regis- 
ter . — Any person whose name is included in 
the register of voters may at any time bring to 
the notice of the Deputy Commissioner any 
error in the entry in tfie register relating to his 
name which is a clerical error and the Deputy 
Commissioner may at any time make or cause 
to be made such corrections in the register as 
he may deem necessary in respect of such en- 
try. 

11. Revision or register of voters. — The re- 
gister of voters shall have effect for a period of 
three years and shall be revised at a convenient 
time not more than 150 days before the date of 
•lection of the Panchayat to be determined by 
the Deputy Commissioner vide rule 12(1) of 
the rules. 

12. Nomination of persons to be elected as 
panches.-(l) The Deputy Commissioner shall 
determine the date of election to a panchayat. 

(2) At least twenty days before the date so 
determined, the Deputy Commissioner shall 
cause a notice of olection to be published call- 
ing upon the candidates to submit their nomina- 
tion papers to him (or to such other officer not 
below the rank of a Naib Tahsildar or the 
Panchayat Officer as may be appointed by him 
fn this behalf) on such date and at such place 
•s may be specified in the notice. 

(3) Every candidate for election shall be 
nominated by not less than two registered 
voters of the panchayat area. 

(4) The nomination of each candidate must 
be made on a separate nomination paper in 
Form II appended to these rules, stating the 
foil name, place of residence and description 
of the candidate and must be signed by the 
proposer and .seconder and by the candidate as 
assenting to the nomination. 

(5.) Within seven day* after the date fixed 
for the submission of nomination papers, the 
P*pUty Commissioner, or any other officer pot 


below the rank of Naib Tah&ldar or the Pan* 
ehayat Officer as may be appointed by him in 
this behalf shall cause a public notice to be pub- 
lished in such manner as he may consider ad- 
visible, containing a list of the candidates nomi- 
nated and calling upon the electors to prefer 
their objections to such nominations on such 
date and such place as may be specified in the 
notice. 

(6) Any person registered as a voter in th* 
panchayat area concerned may, within three 
days of the publication of the notice, deliver at 
the appointed place a written notice stating 
the grounds of his objection, if any, to the re- 
gularity of any non^nation or the eligibility of 
any candidate, 

(7) All such objections shall be heard by the 
Deputy Commissioner or such other officer a* 
may have been appointed under sub ru'e (5), 
and determined by him, after such enquiry a* 
he may consider necessary, 

(8) Thu Deputy Commissioner may also, of 
his own motion examine the nomination paper* 
of candidates and, if he is of the opinion that 
any candidate has not been validly nominated 
in accordance with the provisions of these rule*, 
shall endorse and sign on the nomination paper 
the fact, and reasons for his decision. 

(9) The decision of the appropriate authority 
under sub-rule (7) and (8) shall be final and 
shall not be questioned in any proceeding what- 
soever. 

(10) Unless a nomination is disallowed under 
sub- ride (7) or sub-rule (8), the person nomi- 
nated shall bn deemed to have been validly 
nominated in accordance with these rules. 

13. Withdrawal from candidature. — (1) A 
candidate may withdraw from his candidature 
by notice signed by him and attested by one 
witness. 

(2) The notice of withdrawal shall be deli- 
vered to the Deputy Commissioner or such other 
person as may have been appointed under sub 
rule (5) of rule 12 or to the Returning Officer 
appointed under rule 16 according as the notice 
is given before or after the scrutiny of nomi- 
nation papers. 

14. Submission of claims and objections 
under rule 8 & 12.™ Claims and objections under 
rule 8 and 12 shall be preferred by the objectors 
in person. 

15. 0) If the number 'of candidates remain- 
ing validly nominated is the same as the number 
of vacancies all those candidates shall be elected 
deemed to be. 

(2) If tile number of candidates remaining 
validly nominated exceeds the number of vacan- 
cies, the punches shall be elected in accordance 
with the provisions of rules 16 from among 
those candidates. 

(3) If the number of candidates remaining 
validly nominated is less than the number of 
vacancies those candidates shall be deemed to 
he elected, and such qualified persons as ©ay 
be appointed by the Deputy Commissioner, to 
fill up the remaining vacancies shall hold, office 
as if they had been duly elected, 

16. Cmitested .elections.. — (1) The Deputy 
Commissioner, shall appoint a parsoti, not be- 
low the rank of the Naib Tahsildar, or the 
ehayat Officer to he the returning officer. 
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.,(2) The Deputy Commissioner may also ap- 
point such other person as he may consider ne- 
cessary, to be the deputy of the returning 
officer for all or any of the purposes of the elec- 
tion, and any functions which a returning 
officer is authorised or required to discharge in 
relation to such election may be discharged by 
a , deputy so appointed. The deputy shall be 
deemed to be a public servant as defined in sec- 
tion 21 of the Indian Penal Code. 

(3) At least one week before the date fixed 
for election the Deputy Commissioner or the 
returning Officer shall give notice of the poll 
specifying the time and place at which the; poll 
is to be taken, such place shall be know n as the 
polling station. 

(4) Immediately before the election, the re- 
turning officer, shall announce at the polling 
station, the names of candidates validly nomi- 
nated for elections. 

(5) After the names are announced the elec- 
tors intending 'to vote for each candidate shall 
be required to sit in different blocks and elec- 
tors shall not be entitled to vote for more than 
one candidate. 

'(6) The returning officer shall count the 
votes polled for each candidate and announce 
the same to the persons present. He shall also 
prepare and certify as correct a return setting 
forth the number of electors who exercised the 
vote, the name or names of the candidates elect- 
ed, and the total number of votes given for 
each candidate whether elected or not elected. 

(7) If any equality of votes is found to exist 
between any candidates and the addition of one 
vote will entitle any of the candidates to be 
declared elected, one additional vote shall be 
given by the returning officer to the candidate 
selected by lot drawn by him in the presence 
of such of the candidates as mav be present. 

. (8) The return prepared under sub rule (6) 
along with the result of the draw, if any, shall 
be forwarded to the Deputy Commissioner, as 
early as possible. 

(9) The candidates .securing the highest 
number of votes shall he declared to he elected, 
as soon as their election is confirmed by the 
Deputy Commissioner. 

(10) If all the elected panches under rules 
15 and 16 are illiterate the Government, on the 
recommendations of the Deputy Commissioner 
shall appoint a literate person as panch instead 
of an illiterate panch securing the lowest num- 
ber of votes to prepare the records of the pan- 
chayat in accordance with the procedure laid 
down under the Panehayat act and rules and 
to properly maintain them. 

T7. Administration of oath of allegiance and 
election of sar panch and naib sarpanch . — (1) 
The following oath shall be administered to 
every panch. 

I, A, B, having been elected a member of 

phnehayat of do, solomnly swear 

(or affirm) that I will be faithful and bear true 
allegiance to India and to the constitution of 
India as by law established and that I will 
faithfully discharge the duty upon which I am 
about to enter. 

(2) Such oath shall be administered by the 
Deputy Commissioner, or such other officer not 


below the rank of a naib taffiildar or thq pan- 
cliayat officer, us may be appointed by hmi in 
this beliail at a meeting cubed by him specially 
for the purpose. 

(3 j Alter the administration of oath, the 
meeting shall proceed to, elect a sarpanch a..d a 
naib sarpanch by show of hands, in tile case 
of un equality ot votes, the person who shall be 
deemed to be elected shall be determined by 
lot. 

(4) The minutes of the proceedings of the 
meeting snail be drawn up and entered in tne 
^proceedings book or the panehayat by tne 
HepdLj, commissioner or tnu officer appointed 
by mm as me case may be. 

18. Resignation of Ranch.— ) A panch 
may, ai any time, tenner his resignation by 
submitting an application in wmUng to tne 
Deputy t umniissiouer and may in into manner 
withdraw such resignation before it has been 
acccpLed. 

(2) Jf the resignation is accepted the panch. 
shall bo deemed to have vacated his seat. 

19. Filling up of Casual vacancies . — (1) 
Whenever a vacancy occurs by the death, re- 
signation or removal of a panen, an election to 
fill the vacancy shall be held on such date as 
the Deputy Commissioner may direct, Suaii be 
conducted in the same manner as an ordinary 
election. 

(2) Whenever a vacancy occur by the death, 
resignation or removal ot a sarpanch or naib- 
panen tne election to fill the vacancy shall be 
held not later than the next ordinary rneeung 
of the panehayat held atter the date on which 
the vacancy occurs, and shall be conducted in 
the same manner as an ordinary election to the 
vacant office. 

20. A sarpanch shall perform the following 
duties namely : — • 

(a) He shall receive all moneys creditable 
' to the panehayat funds or the Pro- 
vincial revenues, and dispose of them 
as laid down in rule 21 and 22 ; 

(b) He shall operate on the panehayat; 

fund ; 

(e) He shall maintain propose control over 
the servants of the panehayat ; 

(d) He shall attend to all correspondence 

on behalf of the panehayat ; 

(e) He shall be responsible for the custody 

and maintenance of all registers, re- 
cords and accounts of the pan- 
chayat ; 

(f) He shall report to the Deputy Com- 

missioner about the death of any 
panch, or about any fact which 
renders any panch liable to removal 
under sections of the Act. 

21. Deposit of Cash.— All moneys received on 
behalf of the panehayat shall he deposited 
either in a co-operative unicn or in a co-operate 
credit society, or in the nearest post office sav- 
ing bank : 

Provided that the union or the society 
operates within the panehayat area and is ap* 
proved by the Registrar of Co-operative Socie- 
ties, East Punjab, and that the society is class- 
ed A or B : 

Provided also that a sum not exceeding 
twenty rupees may be kept in the custody of 
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tbe -sarpanch for urgent expenditure to be in- 
curred by him or under his authority. 

22. Deposit and transfer of sums due to pro- 
vincial revenues . — ( 1. ) All moneys creditable to 
the provincial revenues shall, when realised by 
a panehayat, be forthwith deposited with the 
co-operative union, the co-operative credit so- 
ciety, or the post office savings bank in the same 
manner as if they were moneys received on be- 
half’ of the panehayat . 

(2) Mjoneys deposited under sub rule (1) 
shall be withdrawn by the sarpanch as soon us 
they exceed twenty rupees, and remitted to the 
nearest Government treasury by money order, 
unless the sarpanch transmitg the money per- 
sonally or through a messenger, 

(3) The Money order fee paid shall be 
chargeable to the Panehayat fund. 

23. Non-Judicial records and registers to be 
maintained by panehayat. — The panehayat shall 
maintain the following non-judicial records and 
registers .- — 

(1) A proceedings hook, in form III in 

which shall be entered a brief ac- 
count of the business transacted by 
the panehayat in respect of its 
general and administrative func- 
tions. Each records of proceedings 
shall be signed by the sarpanch and 
all the other panehes attending the 
meeting. 

(2) A cash book in form TV in which an 

account of all income from whatever 
source and all expenditure out of the 
panehayat funds shall be maintain- 
ed. The cash book shall he closed on 
the last working day of each 
month and the cash balance in 
hand, and the balance with the co- 
operative union, the co-operative 
credit society or the savings bank 
shall he struck and verified by ac- 
tual count and by comparison with 
the balance shown in the pass book, 
as the case may be. A certificate to 
the effect that these balances have 
been verified and found correct shall 
be recorded under the signature of 
the sarpanch at the end of the cash 
book, for the month. 

(3) An inspection book in form V in which 

shall be entered the inspection notes 
or other remarks by the Chic f Com- 
missioner, the Deputy Commissioner, 
or any other officer of the Panehayat 
department or any person authoris- 
ed in writing by the Chief ('omrais- 
sioner, or the Deputy Commissioner 
in this behalf. 

(4) The Commissioner, the Deputy Com- 

missioner, or any officer of the Pun- 
c-hayat Department or any other 
person authorised in writing by the 
Commissioner, or the Deputy Com- 
missioner. may inspect the books, 
proceedings, records, property or 
works of any panehayat. 

24. Acquisition and transfer of property by 
a panehayat. — fl) No property movable or 
immovable shall be purchased or sold by a pan- 
ehayat without a formal resolution. 

Provided that the sarpanch may, iu emergent 
cases, purchase or sell movable property of a 
value not exceeding twenty rupees. 


(2) No immovable property shall be acquir- 
ed or transferred by the panehayat without the 
approval in writing of the Panehayat Officer. 
The Panehayat fund shall not be liable for any 
acquisition or transfer made without such ap- 
proval. 

25. Contracts on behalf of panehayat. — (1) 
All contracts ou behalf of a panehayat shall be 
entered into in the name of the said panehayat 
and all documents executed in the connection 
shall be signed by the sarpanch and on© other 
paneh. 

(2) The draft of all documents to be execut- 
ed by or in favour of a panehayat shall, before 
execution, be scrutinized, and approved by the 
Diatrict Panehayat Officer ; and the panehayat 
fund shall not be liable under any contract nut 
so approved. 

26. Publication of orders of a panehayat . — 
An order passed under section 22 of the Act 
shall be published in the following manner 

(a) One copy of the order shall be exhi- 

bited in some conspicuous place 
within the panehayat area ; 

(b) One copy of the order shall be affixed 

on or near the property if any, af- 
fected by such order ; and 

(c) One copy of the order shall, in accord- 

ance with the procedure laid down 
in subsection (2) of section 61 of 
the Act, be served on the person 
who is required to take any action 
in pursuance thereof. 

Provided that if the order is applicable 
to the residents of the panehayat area 
in general, it shall not be necessary 
to effect service on individuals if 
publication by beat of drum has been 
made. 

27. Assessment and collection of taxes . — 
(1) For imposing a tax under seetion 69 
of the Act, a panehayat shall submit its pro- 
posals to Government through the Deputy 
Commissioner. 

1,2) An appeal against the assessment or col- 
lection of a tax imposed by a panehayat shall 
lie to the Doputy Commissioner, or such other 
officer not below the rank of a Tabsildar or the 
Panehayat Officer, as may be appointed by him 
in this behalf. 

(3) An appeal shall be preferred by means 
of a written memorandum within 30 days of 
the publication of order of assessment or of 
collection. The appellate authority shall deter- 
mine the appeal after such enquiry as it may 
consider necessary. 

(4) A separate register in Form VI, shall 
be maintained by a panehayat for each land of 
tax imposed. 

28. Procedure for recording of votes under 
section 25 of the Act . — (1) For the purpose of 
securing the confirmation of any resolution 
passed by a panehayat objecting to the grant 
of a license for the sale of an excdseable article, 
the Deputy Commissioner shall fix a date, time 
and place for a meeting of all the adult male 
tax payers in the village, and shall notify the 
same by beat of drum, and by such other means 
as he may consider necessary. 

(2) The meeting shall be presided over by 
the Deputy Commissioner or Budr officer not 
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below the rank of NT ib Talirildar or the Pan- 
chayat Officer ax ho may appoint in this behalf. 

(3) The Presiding Officer shall summarily 
decide such objection or objections as may be 
raised to the competence of any person to vote. 

(4) Votin'? for and against the resolution 
shall be by show of hands. 

(5) The number of adult male tax payers 
present at the miming and the number of such 
tax-payers voting for and against the resolu- 
tion shall he announced in the meeting recorded 
in the proceedings booh of the panchayat, and 
communicated to tho Collector of the district. 

29. Judicial records and registers. — A pan- 
chayat shall, in addition to other registers pres- 
cribed by tho Act or by these rules, maintain 
the following records and registers ; — 

(1) A register of civil cases in Form VII. 

(2) A ren..ter of criminal cases in form 

VIII. 

(3) Counterfoil of«reccipts in Form IX. 

(4) Index of papers of the Panchayat. die 

and absli acts of orders in form X 

(5) A register of expenses of witnesses in 

Form XI. 

80. Record of oral complaints. — When a 
complaint is lodged orally, the person receiving 
it shall forthwith reduce the same to writing 
in the form of narrative giving the name, 
parentage, age and residence of the complain- 
ant Tho statement shall bo signed by the 
compalinant and by the person recording it. 

31. ' Examination of parties and witnesses . — 
The panchayat shall record only the purport of 
the statements of parties and witnesses made 
beforo it. Much statement shall be made on 
solemn affirmation or on oath, 

32. Talhaoa for defendant accused and wit- 
nesses.' — The provisions of rule .1. of order 
XLVIII of the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908 
and sub section (3) of section 204 of tho Code 
of Criminal Procedure, 1898, shall apply, in so 
far as they arc applicab'o, to all processes issu- 
ed under the Act or the rules made thereunder. 

33. (1) A summons for tho accused in crimi- 
nal cases shall ho in form Nil. 

(2) A Summons for the defendants in civil 
suits shall he in form XIII. 

(3) A summons for the witnesses shall he in 
form XiV 

84. Form of Decree. — After the decision of 
the civil suit, a decree in form. XV shall be 
drawn up and shall bo signed by the garpanch. 

35. Entries in registers. — Columns Nog. 1 to 
6 of register iu form VII and Nos. 1 to 10 of 
register in Form VII I as tho caso may he shall 
be lillcd in as soon as possible after a suit D 
filed or a emplaiut is made, while the other 
columns 'ball be filled in as soon as the facte to 
be noted therein transpire. 

36. Whenever any money is received, a re- 
ceipt shall he uiven in form IX, the counterfoil 

remaining with the panchayat. The receipt 


hooks and the forma in each book shall be num- 
bered serially and shall be kept in the personal 
custody of the sarpaneh. The receipt and issue 
of such hooks shall be entered in a register in 
Form XVI. 

37. Inspection of judicial records and regis- 
ters & supply of copies thereof. — (1) The sar- 
paneh shall, on the application of any party to 
a judicial proceedings allow inspection of re 
cords of the said judicial proceedings ; and of 
Ihc relevant judicial registers to the said party 
or its duly recognised agent on payment of a 
fee of annas four on each occasion. 

(2) The sarpaneh shall, on the application 
of any party at a judicial proceedings, supply 
Join with a copy of the relevant record or entry 
in the regisier or any portion thereof, on pay- 
ment of a fee of four annas for the first 209 
words or part thereof anil two annas for every 
subsequent 100 words or part thereof. 

(3) The provisions of section 76 of the Indian 
Evidence Aet, 1872 shall apply in so far as they 
arc applicable to all public documents in the cus- 
tody of a panchayat. 

38. Consignment of records of Judicial cases 
and hooks. — (1) The record of every case, Cri- 
minal or Civil, decided by a panchayat shall 
be deposited in the General Record Room at 
district headquarters within two months of the 
expiry of the financial year. Such records shall 
he kept and destroyed in accordance with the 
rules for the time being in force. 

(2) All judicial and non-judicial registers 
and books maintained by a Panchayat shall, 
when finished, be kept in the Panchayat office 
for 2 years, after which they shall be deposited 
m the General Record Room for being pre- 
served in perpetuity. 

89. Compensation for frivolous amd vexar- 
t ions prosecution. — The provisions of section 
250 of the Code, of Criminal Procedure, 1898, 
shall apply in so far as they are applicable to 
all Criminal proceedings under the Act ; pro- 
vided that the amount of compensation which 
tlic complainant may he required to pay to the 
accused or to each or any of the accused shall 
not exceed the amount of the fine which could 
have peon imposed, had the trial resulted in 
conviction. 

40. Civil suits to include the entire claim . — 
The provisions of sub rules (1) and (2) of rule 
2 of order II of the Code of Civil Procedure, 
1908, .shall apply in so far as they aro appli- 
cable, to all the civil suits instituted before the 
Panchayat. 

41. Certification and communication of ad- 
justment of decree. — (1 ) If on the application of 
a decree holder or a judgement debtor, a pan- 
cliayat. after such enquiry as it may consider 
necessary finds that the decree has been satis- 
fied in whole or in part it shall record its find- 
ing, and make the necessary entry in the ap- 
propriate column of the register in Form VII. 

f 2) As soon as any payment is made or pro- 
perty transferred in satisfaction of a decree 
in tlie presence of a panchayat or a satisfac- 
tion in recorded under sub rule (1) the pan- 
chayat shall intimate the same to such Civil 
Court as may he appointed by the District 
Judge under snb section (3) of section 52 of 
the Act.
